AT  THEIR 


ANNUAL  MEETING,  MARCH  3d,  1S45. 


The  Twelfth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Contributors  to  the  “Pennsyl- 
vania Institution  for  the  Instruction  of  the  Blind,”  was  held  at  the  In- 
stitution on  Monday,  March  3d,  1845,  at  4 o’clock,  P.  M. 

Mr.  Thomas  P.  Cope  was  called  to  the  Chair,  and  Samuel  V.  Merrick 
appointed  Secretary. 

The  Minutes  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting  having  been  read,  Dr.  R.  M. 
Patterson  submitted  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  to- 
gether with  a list  of  the  Pupils  of  the  Institution ; a statement  of  the 
Manufactures ; the  Treasurer’s  Account ; the  Report  of  the  Committee 
on  Finance ; and  the  Report  of  the  Annual  Committee  of  Audit  and  In- 
spection ; and  thereupon  it  was  unanimously — 

Resolved,  That  the  Report  be  accepted,  and,  with  its  accompanying 
documents,  be  referred  to  the  next  Board  of  Managers,  to  be  printed ; 
and  that  the  thanks  of  the  Contributors  be  presented  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  for  the  able  and  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties,  and  the 
happy  result  of  their  labours. 

On  motion  of  Samuel  Breiik,  Esq.,  it  was — 

Resolved,  That  the  third  article  of  the  Constitution  be  amended,  so 
that  the  same  shall  read  as  follows : — ■ 

Article  III.  The  Members  of  the  Institution  shall  be  the  Annual 
Subscribers  who  pay  in  advance  a sum  not  less  than  three  dollars;  the 
Life  Members,  so  constituted  by  the  payment  of  a gross  sum  of  not  less 
than  thirty  dollars ; and  the  Members,  ex  officio,  composed  of  the  Mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Managers  when  in  office,  and  of  such  others  as 
have  held  a place  in  the  Board  for  ten  years. 

On  motion  of  Hon.  Edw.  King,  it  was — 

Resolved,  That  the  tenth  article  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  by 
striking  out  from  the  same  the  words  “ two  Visiting  Physicians.” 
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On  motion  of  Dr.  J.  K.  Mitchell,  it  was — 

Resolved , That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Board  of  Managers,  to  allow 
to  the  Attending  Physicians,  such  compensation  for  their  services,  as 
the  Board  may  deem  right  and  proper. 

The  following  preamble  and  resolution  were  offered  by  Samuel  Breck, 
Esq. — 

Whereas,  Mr.  Jacob  G.  Morris,  a Member  of  the  Board  of  Managers, 
has  acted  as  Principal  of  this  Institution  for  three  months,  and  has  con- 
ducted, during  that  time,  the  current  business  of  the  House  and  its  in- 
mates, with  fidelity  and  ability,  giving  entire  satisfaction  to  the  Board  of 
Managers,  by  whom  he  was  appointed;  and,  whereas,  for  these  services 
thus  rendered,  he  refuses  to  receive  a salary,  therefore — 

Resolved,  That  the  Board  of  Managers  to  be  elected  this  day  be  and 
they  are  hereby  requested  to  cause  one  or  more  pieces  of  plate  to  be 
purchased,  on  which  shall  be  inscribed  the  thanks  of  the  Contributors 
and  of  the  Association,  for  Mr.  Morris’s  gratuitous  services  as  aforesaid. 

And  the  preamble  and  resolution  being  considered,  were  unanimously 
adopted. 

On  motion  of  Hon.  Edw.  King,  it  was — 

Resolved,  That  the  fourth  article  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  by 
striking  out  the  word  “ twelve”  before  the  word  “ Managers,”  and  in- 
serting in  lieu  thereof,  the  word  “fourteen.” 

It  was  then,  on  motion,  Resolved,  That  the  Contributors  do  now  pro- 
ceed to  elect  officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Messrs.  Jacob  G.  Morris  and  Wm.  Platt  were  appointed  tellers;  and 
an  election  having  been  had,  the  tellers  reported  the  following  gentle- 
men as  duly  chosen.

TWELFTH 


ANNUAL  REPORT. 


The  Managers  of  the  Pennsylvania  Institution  for  the  Instruc- 
tion of  the  Blind  beg  leave  to  lay  before  the  Contributors  the 
Annual  Report  required  by  the  charter. 

The  number  of  pupils  at  present  receiving  the  benefits  of  the 
Institution  is  greater  than  has  ever  been  heretofore  reported.  It 
amounts  to  67;  composed  of  33  males  and  34  females.  Of  the 
whole  number,  53  are  from  Pennsylvania,  7 from  New  Jersey, 
5 from  Maryland,  1 from  Delaware,  and  1 from  China.  Since 
the  last  Annual  Report,  6 pupils  have  left  the  Institution,  and  9 
have  been  admitted. 

Every  care  is  taken  of  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  pupils. 
Their  diet,  clothing,  and  lodging,  are  faithfully  attended  to  by 
the  Matron,  Mrs.  Eliza  White.  Exercise  in  the  open  air  is 
enforced,  and  means  taken  to  make  it  attractive.  In  cases  of 
sickness,  the  patients  are  placed  in  apartments  separate  from  the 
main  building,  and  have  advantage  of  the  skill  and  attention  of 
the  visiting  physicians,  Drs.  Stocker  and  Page.  One  case  only 
of  death  has  occurred.  It  was  that  of  a young,  interesting,  and 
amiable  child,  Mary  James,  from  Pittsburg,  and  was  caused  by 
consumption,  following  an  attack  of  hooping-cough.  At  pre- 
sent, there  is  no  pupil  suffering  from  sickness. 

The  system  of  instruction  originally  adopted  in  the  school  is 
still  continued  with  the  most  satisfactory  success.  It  consists  in 
teaching  the  blind,  as  nearly  as  possible,  as  we  do  those  who  have 
sight.  In  reading,  the  same  form  of  letters  is  used;  in  arithme- 
tic, the  same  figures;  in  music,  the  same  notation;  and  the  facility 
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with  which  the  children  learn  reading,  arithmetic,  and  music,  is 
scarcely,  if  at  all,  inferior  to  that  of  those  whose  vision  is  perfect. 
Writing  is  now  taught  to  many  of  the  pupils,  and  their  success  is 
such  as  fully  to  justify  the  more  general  use  of  this  branch  of  in- 
struction. Some  of  the  students  have  made  very  respectable 
progress  in  grammar,  composition,  geography,  history,  moral 
philosophy,  arithmetic,  algebra,  and  other  branches  of  useful  edu- 
» cation;  and  the  studies  of  two  of  the  boys  are  now  directed  to 
their  preparation  for  entering  college.  The  teachers,  in  this  de- 
partment, are  Mr.  Samuel  Arthur,  Miss  Mary  Anne  Mor- 
ris, recently  introduced  into  the  Institution,  and  Miss  Hannah 
Guillan,  formerly  one  of  the  pupils. 

Special  attention  continues  to  be  paid  to  the  instruction  in  music, 
an  art  from  the  enjoyment  and  practice  of  which  the  blind  are  in 
no  degree  excluded  by  their  infirmity.  For  the  success  attained 
in  this  department,  appeal  is  confidently  made  to  the  instrumen- 
tal and  vocal  performances  of  the  pupils.  Besides  the  pleasure 
which  the  art  gives  to  themselves  and  others,  it  offers  one  of  the 
most  important  means  for  their  support,  after  they  leave  the  In- 
stitution. Several  of  the  former  pupils  are  now  maintaining 
themselves,  as  music  teachers  and  organists,  in  comfort  and  re- 
spectability. Mr.  F.  Rasche  continues  to  be  the  instructor  in 
this  department. 

In  the  workshop  for  the  males,  the  exhibition  of  industry  and 
skill  is  very  gratifying.  The  principal  trade  at  present  is  brush- 
making; but  the  pupils  are  also  employed  in  making  shoes,  bas- 
kets, mats,  rag-carpets,  tow  cloth,  &c.  This  department  con- 
tinues to  be  under  the  immediate  management  of  Mr.  C.  H. 
Meyer. 

The  department  of  handicraft  for  the  female  pupils  is  still 
under  the  charge  of  Mrs.  Leah  Ann  Sharpless.  The  work 
done  is  sewing,  knitting,  netting,  brush-making  of  the  finer  kind, 
fancy  bead-work,  &c.  Many  of  the  products  of  this  department 
are  well  calculated  to  excite  astonishment,  that  work  so  intricate, 
so  regular  in  form,  and  with  even  such  mingling  of  colours,  could 
be  executed  by  persons  deprived  of  vision. 

To  encourage  industry,  and  to  enable  the  provident  pupils  to 
lay  up  some  money  for  themselves,  against  the  time  of  their 
leaving  the  Institution,  an  allowance  is  now  made  to  them  for 
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their  overwork;  and  the  effect  of  this  arrangement  is  found  to  be 
very  beneficial. 

From  one  of  the  statements  appended  to  this  Report,  it  ap- 
pears that  the  products  of  the  handicraft  departments  have  paid 
all  the  expenses  of  materials,  salaries,  fkc.,  and  still  left  a balance 
in  favour  of  the  Institution. 

The  management  of  the  printing  establishment  is,  as  hereto- 
fore, one  of  the  duties  entrusted  to  Mr.  M.  Sxider.  The  princi- 
pal work  done  in  it,  during  the  year,  was  the  printing  of  the 
Students’  Magazine,  which  was  issued  in  monthly  numbers.  As 
it  was  found,  however,  that  this  work  had  ceased  to  attract  the 
interest  and  attention  which  had  formerly  been  given  to  it,  it  has 
been  recently  discontinued,  and  it  is  intended,  henceforward,  to 
employ  the  press  upon  works  more  directly  connected  with  edu- 
cation. 

Reports  from  the  Treasurer,  the  Committee  of  Finance,  and 
the  Committee  of  Audit,  are  now  laid  before  the  Corporators, 
and  fully  set  forth  the  financial  condition  of  the  Institution. 
From  these  statements,  it  appears  that —

The  government  of  the  Institution  has  undergone  a material 
change  since  the  last  Report,  in  consequence  of  the  resignation 
of  the  former  Principal,  Mr.  David  B.  Tower,  which  took  place 
on  the  26th  of  November  last.  On  the  occurrence  of  this  event, 
which  had  not  been  anticipated,  it  became  necessary  for  the  Ma- 
nagers to  take  immediate  measures  for  the  temporary  perform- 
ance of  the  important  duties  of  a Principal,  until  a permanent 
appointment  could  be  made.  For  this  object,  all  eves  were 
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turned  upon  one  of  the  members  of  the  Board,  who  had  ever 
shown  the  greatest  devotion  to  our  benevolent  charity,  who  was 
beloved  and  respected  by  the  pupils,  and  who  had  the  entire  con- 
fidence of  his  fellow-managers.  Accordingly  the  appointment  of 
Principal,  ad  interim,  was  given  to  Mr.  Jacob  G.  Morris,  and 
he  was  prevailed  upon  to  accept  the  office.  For  three  months 
he  performed  its  duties  faithfully  and  ably,  and,  at  the  close  of 
his  labour,  refused  any  other  compensation  than  the  pleasure  of 
doing  good,  and  the  gratitude  of  those  whom  he  had  served. 

On  the  2d  of  January,  the  Managers  united  upon  Charles  B. 
Trego,  Esq.,  of  Philadelphia,  as  their  choice  for  the  office  of 
Principal;  but  the  engagements  into  which  he  had  entered,  as  a 
member  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State,  were  such  as,  in  his  judg- 
ment, to  make  it  improper  for  him  to  leave  that  station;  and  he 
accordingly  declined  accepting  the  place  in  our  Institution  to 
which  he  had  been  chosen. 

On  the  6th  of  February  a new  election  was  held,  and  the 
choice  fell  upon  the  Rev.  Dr.  John  A.  Vaughan,  who  entered 
upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties  on  the  24th.  In  the  character 
of  this  gentleman,  the  Board  think  they  find  the  qualities  re- 
quired for  the  trust  reposed  in  him:  a cultivated  mind,  a kind 
yet  firm  temper,  and  a conscientious  feeling  of  responsibility. 
They  confidently  expect  from  him,  in  particular,  the  constant 
exercise  of  an  influence  over  the  pupils,  which  shall  inculcate  in 
them  pure  principles  of  morality,  enforced  by  the  sanctions  of 
religion.

In  all  cases,  any  existing  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  of 
which  the  applicants  may  receive  special  notice,  must  be  complied 
with. 

Each  pupil  shall,  on  admission,  be  provided  by  his  or  her  parents  or 
guardians  with  a change  of  good  comfortable  clothing,  to  be  renewed 
when  required.  The  name  of  the  owner  must  be  marked  on  each 
article  of  clothing.

No  institution  can  offer  greater  facilities  for  educating  private  pupils, 
and  such  will  be  received  from  any  State.
